Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Language Assistance Services Act 1is
anended by changing Sections 10 and 15 and addi ng Secti ons

16, 17, and 18 as foll ows:

Sec. 10. Definitions. As used in this Act:

"Departnent"” nmeans the Departnent of Public Health.

"Interpreter” neans a person fluent in English and in the
necessary | anguage of the patient who can accurately speak,
read, and readily interpret the necessary second | anguage, or
a person who can accurately sign and read sign |anguage.
Interpreters shall have the ability to translate the nanmes of
body parts and to describe conpletely synptons and injuries
in both Ilanguages. Interpreters may include nenbers of the
medi cal or professional staff.

"Language or communi cation barriers" neans either of the
fol | ow ng:

(1) Wth respect to spoken | anguage, barriers that

are experienced by i mted-English-speaking or
non- Engl i sh- speaki ng i ndi viduals who speak the sane
primary |anguage, if those individuals constitute at

least 5% of the patients served by the health facility
annual | y.

(2) Wth respect to sign |anguage, barriers that
are experienced by individuals who are deaf and whose
primary |anguage i s sign |anguage.

"Health facility" means a hospital |licensed under the
Hospital Licensing Act or a long-termcare facility |icensed

under the Nursing Hone Care Act.

Sec. 15. Language assistance services authertzed. To
insure access to health care information and services for
limted-English-speaking or non-English-speaking residents
and deaf residents, a health facility nust may do one or nore
of the foll ow ng:

(1) Review existing policies regarding interpreters for
patients with limted English proficiency and for patients
who are deaf, including the availability of staff to act as
interpreters.

(2) Adopt and review annually a policy for providing
| anguage assi stance services to patients wth |anguage or
communi cation barriers. The policy shall include procedures
for providing, to the extent possible as determned by the
facility, the wuse of an interpreter whenever a | anguage or
communi cation barrier exists, except where the patient, after
being informed of the availability of the interpreter
service, <chooses to use a famly nenber or friend who
volunteers to interpret. The procedures shall be designed to
maxi m ze efficient use of interpreters and mnimze delays in
providing interpreters to patients. The procedures shal
insure, to the extent possible as determned by the facility,
that interpreters are available, either on the prem ses or
accessi bl e by tel ephone, 24 hours a day. The facility shal
annually transmt to the Departnment of Public Health a copy
of the updated policy and shall include a description of the
facility's efforts to i nsure adequat e and speedy
communi cati on between patients with | anguage or comuni cati on
barriers and staff.

(3) Develop, and post in conspicuous |ocations, notices
that advise patients and their famlies of the availability

of interpreters, the procedure for obtaining an interpreter,
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and the telephone nunbers to call for filing conplaints
concerning interpreter service problens, including, but not
limted to, a T.D. D nunber for the hearing inpaired. The
notices shall be posted, at a mnimum in the energency room
the admtting area, the facility entrance, and the outpatient
ar ea. Notices shall inform patients t hat interpreter
services are available on request, shall list the |anguages
for which interpreter services are available, and shal
instruct patients to direct conplaints regarding interpreter
services to the Departnent of Public Health, including the
t el ephone nunbers to call for that purpose.

(4) Identify and record a patient's primary |anguage and
dialect on one or nore of the follow ng: a patient nedical
chart, hospital bracel et, bedside notice, or nursing card.

(5 Prepare and nmintain, as needed, a list of
interpreters who have been identified as proficient in sign
| anguage and in the |anguages of the population of the
geographi cal area served by the facility who have the ability
to translate the nanmes of body parts, injuries, and synptons.

(6) Notify the facility's enployees of the facility's
commitnment to provide interpreters to all patients who
request them

(7) Review all standardized witten fornms, waivers,
docunents, and informational materials available to patients
on admssion to determne which to translate into | anguages
ot her than Engli sh.

(8) Consider providing its nonbilingual staff W th
standardi zed picture and phrase sheets for use in routine
communi cat i ons W th patients who have | anguage or
communi cation barriers.

(9) Develop community Iliaison groups to enable the
facility and t he i mted-English-speaking,
non- Engl i sh-speaki ng, and deaf communities to insure the

adequacy of the interpreter services.
